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ADDRESS TO THE SOUTH KOREAN 
PEOPLE 


The Central Committee of the Workers’ Party of Korea issued on April 21 an 
appeal to the South Korean people in connection with the situation prevailing in South 


Korea. 
Following is the full text of the appeal. 


South Korean compatriots, brothers and 
sisters! 

Workers, peasants, youth and students! 

Men of science and culture, enterprisers 
and traders! 

Members of various political 
social organizations! 

All personages with national conscience! 

Today .a bloody, tragic event is taking 
place before you. . 

The fierce resistance of the people against 
the fascist terrorist rule of the U.S. imperial- 
ists and the Syngman Rhee clique has been 
continuing for scores of days. 

Following the popular uprising in Masan, 
the people have risen up for the right to 
existence in almost all parts of South Korea 
— Seoul, Pusan, Taegu, Inchon, Kwangju, 
Chungju, Taejon, Chonju, Suwon, etc. 

Enraged by the Syngman  Rbheeites’ sup- 
pression by bayonets, the demonstrators have 
gone over to a mass uprising. 

The Syngman Rhee clique are slaughtering 
large numbers of people by mobilizing not 
cnly a large force of police but also heavily 
armed troops. 

In Seoul alone they mobilized one division 
and showered rocket gun shells and bullets 
upon youth, students and even children who 
were demanding freedom and democracy. 

Our brothers are being slaughtered en 
Masse. 

The streets of South Korean towns are 
strewn with the dead bodies of our brothers 
and the land of South Korea is being dyed 
with the blood of our fellow countrymen. 

Undaunted by the unprecedentedly cruel 
suppression, the people who have risen up in 


parties and 
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a riot are keeping up their fight under the 
slogans: “Away with the Corrupt Regime!” 
“Down with the Syngman Rhee Govern- 
ment!” 

The whole South Korea is placed under 
emergency martial law, and social order has 
been thrown into extreme confusion. 

The rule of the U.S. imperialists and Syng- 
man Rhee is shaking to its foundation. 

At this grave moment, the Central Com- 
mittee of the Workers’ Party of Korea 
addresses an appeal to you, the entire fellow 
countrymen in South Korea. 

Why has all this happened in South Korea? 

Who has caused this tragic fratricidal 
bloodshed in South Korea? 

The present catastrophic situation is the 
outcome of the colonial enslavement policy 
pursued by the U-:S. imperialist aggressors 
and the traitorous reactionary rule of the 
Syngman Rhee gang over a period of fifteen 
years. 

Such situation is created by the U.S. impe- 
rialist aggressors who have split our country 
and are occupying South Korea, and their 
accomplice, the Syngman Rhee gang. 

The popular uprising in South Korea is an 
eruption of the indignation pent up for the 
past fifteen years since liberation under the 
tyranny of the U.S. imperialists and Syng- 
man KRheeites- and an expression of the 
unanimous aspiration and resolve of the 
entire South Korean people in demand of 
liberation, freedom, democratic rights and a 
new life. 

Can Syngman Rhee still presumptuously 
claim that he assumed the so-called 
Presidency with the support of the people? 

Can the U.S. imperialists still dare assert 
that “freedom and democracy” are ensured 
im South Korea? 
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The real state of affairs in South Korea 
under the terrorist rule of the U.S. imperial- 
ists and Syngman Rhee hordes has been 
brought to full light. 

If the U.S. imperialists had withdrawn and 
the reactionary rule of Syngman Rhee had 
been abolished, our fatherland would have 
been unified long ago, democratic develop- 
ment brought about in South Korea and the 
South Korean people would not have suffered 
from poverty and non-rights as they are suf- 
fering today. 

When our country was liberated from the 
yoke of the Japanese imperialist colonial 
domination, our compatriots, who had gone 
through the long oppression and lived in 
rags and hunger, embarked upon the rcad of 
ensuring a harmonious, happy life in an in- 
dependent, democratic country. 

Had a democratic, united government been 
established at that time in our country, as the 
Korean people unanimously demanded, we 
would have long been enjoying a happy life 
in one and the same land. 

Nevertheless, this national aspiration has 
been trampled upon since liberation and 
obstacles have been thrown in the way of all 
icur sincere efforts for realizing this aspira- 
tion. 

For this the sole blame should be laid on 
the U.S. imperialists. From the first day of 
their landing in South Korea, the U.S. impe- 
rialists have overridden the will of the Kore- 
an people and disregarded outrageously the 
demand of our people. . 

The liberated Korean people themselves 
crganized the people's committees, the 
genuine people’s political power, throughout 
the country. However, the U.S. imperialist 
agpressors entrenched in South Korea dis- 
solved by force the committees and. set out 
enforcing the cotonial rule in. South Korea. 

They brought to South Korea Syngmen 
Rhee, whom they trained as their lackey for 
many years, and formed a reactionary group 
by gathering the pro-Japariese elements and 
national traitors who had been cast away by 
the Korean pecple. Then they instigated them 
to oppose the unification of Korea on a demo- 
cratic basis. 

To restore Korea to independent statehood 
and to establish an all-Korea democratic 
government were clearly stipulated in the 
international commitment subscribed to by 
the U.S. delegate in 1945. 

But the U.S. government refused to carry 


out their obligation provided for in this 
agreement. Furthermore, it also rejected the 
proposal of the Soviet Union to withdraw the 
Soviet and U.S. troops from Korea and to 
leave the solution of the Korean question to 
the Korean people themselves. 

Even after the Soviet troops withdrew from 
North Korea at their own initiative in 1948 
the U.S. imperialists continued to occupy 
South Korea and forced the colonial rule 
upon the people, driving South Korea into the 
present plight. 

The Korean people took positive measures 
to shape the destiny of their fatherland and 
the nation by themselves. 

The joint conference of the political parties 
and public organizations of North and South 
Korea, including rightists, which was held in 
April 1948, came to a unanimous agreement 
cn the establishment of a united government 
by holding general etections throughout! 
North and South Korea ona democratic 
basis after the withdrawal of foreign troops. 

Had it mot been for the obstructive 
menceuvers on the part of the U.S. imperial. 
ists, Korea would have been unified peacefully 
at that time. — 

U.S. imperialists, however, under cover of 
the signboard of the United Nations, carried 
cut a separate election at the point of bayonets 
in South Korea, thereby illegally framing up 
the Syngman Rhee “government,” and they 
stepped up the preparations for war against 
North Korea. 

Such being the case, we, proceeding from 
a desire to remove the danger of national 
split, proposed twice in 1949 that the country 
be unified through free elections held 
throughout Korea. These proposals, too, 
however, were rejected by the U.S. imperial- 
ists and Syngman Rhee clique. 

Again in June 1950, the Presidium of the 
Supreme People’s Assembly of the D.P.R.K. 
suggested to unify the country by means ol 
merging the Supreme People’s Assembly 0! 
the D.P.R.K. and the Sovth Korean. “National 
Assembly” into a single legislature. 

However, the U.S. imperialists and 
Syngman Rheeites answered such repeated, 
sincere proposals with the provocation ol 
aggressive war. | 

Due to the severe three year war that the 
U.S. imperialists forced vpon us, a great num- 


ber of Korean people lost their lives and 4 


tremendous amount of proporty was damaged 
and destroyed. 
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Since the war the U.S. imperialists have re- 
fused to implement the obligation to withdraw 
foreign troops from Korea and to solve the 
Korean question peacefully, which is expticitly 
stipulated in the Korean armistice agreement 
they themselves signed. At the 1954 Geneva 
Conference for the peaceful settlement of the 
Korean question, they also opposed our just 
proposals for the peaceful unification of Korea. 

On February 5, 1958, the Government of the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea once 
again issued a statement clarifying the pro- 
gramme for the withdrawal of all the foreign 
troops from Korea and the peaceful solution 
of the Korean question by the hands of the 
Korean people. In response to this proposal, 
the government of the Chinese People’s 
Republic withdrew on their own initiative the 
entire Chinese People’s Volunteers from North 
Korea. This opened up a more favourable 
phase for the peaceful unification of Korea. 

However, the U.S. imperialists worked hard 
to reinforce their colonial rule and to perpe- 
tuate the division of Korea, refusing to with- 
draw their aggressive army from South Korea. 

In the recent years, we have time and again 
advanced the programmes for the peaceful 
unification of the country. But the U.S. 1m- 
perialists and Syngman Rhee clique refused 
our proposals. 

Since political negotiations between the 
North and South for the peaceful sett!ement 
of the Korean question could not be realized 
owing to the stubborn refusal of the U.S. im- 
perialists and Syngman Rhee clique, we pro- 
posed the implementation of the economic and 
cultural exchange between the North and 
South, apart from political questions. But even 
this was rejected by them. 

Such being the case, we proposed to realize 
at least free travel and postal exchange be- 
tween the North and South. But they refused 
this, too. 

Thus an abnormal situation in which 
parents, wives, children, relatives and friends 
live separated in North and South Korea and 
cannot communicate with each other has been 
centinuing for fifteen years. 

Facls show that the South Korean people 
cannot be saved from distress so long as South 
Korea is ruled by the U.S. imperialists and 
Syngman Rhee clique. Under such circum- 
stances, we have decided to render them com- 
patriotic help so as to relieve them, if only a 
little, from tribulations. We proposed to send 
them electric power, coal, timber and other 
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necessary materials, relief goods for the South 
Korean refugees, to take over the unemployed 
and orphans of South Korea, to provide the 
South Korean youth and students with the op- 
portunity to study in the North, and to send 
stipends for the poor youth and students in 
South Korea. 

But the U.S. imperialists and Syngman Rhee 
clique turned down even these proposals. 

With a view to maintaining and consolidat- 
ing peace in Korea, we proposed to reduce the 
armed forces in North and South Korea and 
to declare that neither party would resort to 
arms against the other. 

However, the U.S. imperialists and Syng- 
man Rhee clique refused this proposal, foo. 

Compatriots in South Korea! 

In this way, the U.S. imperialists and Syng- 
man Rhee clique barred all the avenues to 

eace and peaceful unification of Korea and 
denied all opportunities of the people in North 
and South Korea for unifying the country and 
leading a happy life. 

All thiey aire after is to set off a war and 
keep our nation divided at the sacrifice of the 
South Korean people. 

What an appalling shambles the U.S. im- 
perialists amd Syngman Rhee clique have 
made of South Korea during the fifteen years 
since liberation! 

What cn earth have they brought you, South 
Korean compatriots? Darkness, hunger and 
non-rights—that’s all. This is just why the 
South Korean people, unable to bear it any 
longer, have now risen up in revolt against the 
reactionary rule of the U.S. imperialists and 
Syngman Rhee clique. 

The U.S. imperialists and Syngman Rhee 
clique have kept on expanding armaments and 
reinforcing fascist machinery such as_ police 
and gaol in South Korea, exploiting and op- 
pressing the people. 

Seventy per cent of the South Korean bud- 
get is appropriated for military purposes, while 
the development of the national economy, edu- 
caticn and culture, and the improvement of the 
people’s living are utterly neglected. The heavy 
burden of annually snowballing military ex- 
penses is, for the most part, imposed on the 
people, above all on the peasants. 

Due to the militarization and predatory 
policy of the U.S. imperialists and the Syng- 
man Rhee clique the South Korean economy 
has been devastated and the people’s living is 
in a dire quagmire. 


It is also due to the anti-popular policy that 
industry has declined, millions of unemployed 
and semi-unemployed are roaming about the 
streets and workers are in misery, receiving 
starvation wages. 

It is also due to the predatory policy that the 
rural economy has gone totally bankrupt and 
half the total peasant households suffer every 
year from the lack of provisions. 

In South Korea today the working people 
cannot get jobs though they want to work, and 
they have no means of living though they 
want to live. 

It is also due to the reactionary rule of the 
U.S. imperialists and the Syngman Rhee cli- 
que that the youth and students are deprived 
of the opportunity of studying, denied the free- 
dom in school and are fated to serve as can- 
non fodder for the U.S. imperialists 

Men of science and culture in South Korea 
are kept from engaging in true scientific re. 
search and developing national culture and 
arts. And they are suffering from the extreme 
difficulty of living. 

Medium and small trade and industry are 
faced with the shortage of fund and raw ma- 
terial, and most of them are going bankrupt 
due to the narrowing of market caused by the 
flood of U.S. surplus goods, and enterprisers 
and traders are joining the ranks of un- 
employed. 

The U.S. imperialist aggressors and the 
Syngman Rhee clique are trampling upor: 
even the elementary democratic rights and 
freedom of the South Korean people and stifl- 
ing every aspiration of the people. In South 
Korea anyone who merely utters the words 
“peaceful unification” is regarded as a serious 
political criminal. 

Only for standing for “peaceful unification” 
the “Progressive Party” was dissolved amd its 
leader Cho Bong Am was condemned to 
death. 

All the people in South Korea, whatever 
section they may belong to, feel unrest in thei 
life and are faced with ruin; they are heavily 
weighed down. 

There are no prospects whatsoever for 
future; only darkness lies ahead. 

Driven into a’ corner where they cannot en- 
dure it any longer, they have at last risen up 
in mass revolt. 

The South Korean people, standing at the 
crossroads of life and death, are fighting for 
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the right to existence and for democracy, 
Theirs isa patriotic and just struggle. 

Flames of the powerful resistance of the 
South Korean people have struck extreme un. 
easiness and terror into the hearts of the U.S. 
imperialists and the Syngman Rhee gang. 

The panic-stricken U.S. government, through 
the state department statement made on April 
19, hastily attempted to evade the responsi. 
bility for the grave situation created in South 
Korea. But it is only a foolish attempt. 

The very formation of the Syngman Rhee 
“government” was Tigged up by the U.S. im. 
perialists. Has there been any “election” farce, 
which is designed to maintain the rule of 
Syngman Rhee, conducted without the protec. 
tion of the U.S. army bayonets in South Korea, 
whose “freedom” and “‘democracy” were play. 
ed up so much by U.S. officials? 

The real policy-makers of the Syngman 
Rhee “government” are the U.S. imperialists 
and they are the ones who hold in tight grip 
the entire power in South Korea. 

As stark historical facts and reality show, 
the same U.S. imperialists have split our 
country and driven the South Korean people 
into a living hell. 

It was also the U.S. imperialists that hand- 
ed out lethal weapons to Syngman Rhee cli- 
que who are slaughtering the South Korean 
people in their just struggle. 

Is not the South Korean 15th Division which 
was called out by the Syngman Rheeites for 
suppressing the people placed under the U.S. 
Army Command? 

They are inciting the Syngman Rhee gang 
to the massacre of the people by dispatching 
troops. The real nature cannot be altered by 
the trick of handing over the “commanding 
power.” 

The U.S. imperialists can never shy away 
from the responsibility for the grave crime of 

ringing about the present miserable catast- 
rophe in South Korea and for slaughtering 
the people who came out to the just 
struggle, nor can they evade the resolute 
denunciation. of the Korean people and _ the 
peoples of the world. 

South Korean compatriots, 
sisters! 

Workers, peasants, youth and students! 

Men of science and culture, enterprisers 
and, traders!

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All personages with national conscience! 

The situation now developing in the South 
is grave, What should be done to overcome 
the tense situation? 

We propose to hold immediately a joint 
meeting of representatives of various political 
arties and social organizations of North and 
South. Korea to discuss measures for coping 
with the present catastrophic situation of 
South Korea. 

The South Korean people are demanding a 
new policy, new regime and new leadership 
and freedom and rights to living. The reac- 
tionary rule of Syngman Rhee must be im- 
mediately abolished for meeting the vital 
demand of the South Korean people. 

The present situation cannot be overcome 
by such makeshift measure as giving out 
some posts to the opposition parties and 
changing the composition of the ‘“govern- 
ment,” while leaving the Syngman Rhee pup- 
pet regime intact. 

The savage suppression of the masses in 
their uprising must be immediately stopped 
end freedom of speech, the press, association, 
assembly and demonstration be ensured to 
the people and the free activity of pouitical 
parties and social organizations be guarante- 
ed. 

The ringleaders who murdered demon- 
strators with the bayonet must be severely 
punished, 

The martial law must be lifted and ail the 
arrested peop!e be immediately released, 
Aid must be given to the bereft family mem- 
bers of those who were killed by the bullets 
of the puppet police and army and immediate 
medical care be given to the wounded. 

All schoo's must be immediately opened and 

the freedom and democracy of school must 
be ensured. 
The U.S. aggressive army must prepare 
for immediate withdrawal and must not inter- 
fere in the internal affairs of our country nor 
hinder the Korean people from meeting each 
other. 

The situation brooks not a moment’s delay. 

Representatives of political parties and 
social organizations of North and South 
Korea should sit at one place to take mea- 
sures for overcoming the tense situation and 
all question must be settled by the Korean 
peopie themselves. 

Steps for solving the urgent questions 
related to the living of South Korean. people 
must be taken. 
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The way out lies in meeting together and 
negotiating on every question. 

The experiences of the past 15 years show 
that South Korea cannot get along on its own, 
severed from the North, and that the South 
Koreans anmnot solve for themselves all the 
problems without conducting North-South 
negotiation. 

As long as the U.S. imperialists continue 
to occupy South Korea and unless North- 
South negotiation is realized, no man in the 
power, whoever he may be. can cope with the 
situation of serious political crisis and econo- 
mic dislocation in South Korea. 

Only by relying on the rich natural re- 
sources and mighty economic foundation in the 
North, will it be possible to rehabilitate the 
badly ruined South Korean economy and 
radically improve the terrible living condition 
of the South Korean people. 

We have built an independent national 
eccnomy in the northern part of the Republic. 
We have powerful heavy and light industry 
bases. We are producing in abundance all 
kinds of goods necessary for the development 
of the national economy and the improvement 
of the people’s living — electric power, iron, 
coal, cement. chemical fertilizers, various 
types of machinery and equipment, fabrics, 
footwear, and a_ variety of other articles of 
daily use and processed foodstuffs. 

We have firmly established an _ irrigation 
system in paddy and dry fields and exten- 
sively introduced advanced farm machines 
and farming techniques, thereby building a 
firm foundation for developing rural economy 
and gaining rich experiences. 

We have trained in the past 15 years great 
numbers of national cadres — experts, engi- 
neers, technicians, etc., capable of governing 
the state and managing the economy. 

All this ensures the people in the Ncrth a 
happy life and, at the same time, constitutes 
a firm guarantee for solving the pressing 
problem of the hard-hit living of the South 
Korean. people. 

We have created all the conditions necess- 
ary for rehabilitating at an early date the 
South Korean economy and improving the 
living of the South Korean people. 

We earnestly hope to see that these con- 
ditions created by the people in the North will 
be made available immediately to the South 
Korean people. 


The unemployed in South Korea should be 
given jobs and their living be stabilized. The 
systems of eight-hour work, social insurance 
by the state and paid vacations should be 
enforced for the entire factory and office 
workers as in the northern part of the 
Republic and all the conditions 
living be ensured. 

In the rural communities, 
jects should be carried out on a large scale, 
farm machines and chemical  ferti.izer 
suppliad and the livelihood of the peasants on 
the verge of starvation be speedily improved. 
All the youth and = students should study 
free of charge, at state expense, and state 
stipends be granted to students of higher 
educational institutions and special schools. 

For the development of the national econo- 
my, conditions should be guaranteed to enter- 
prisers and tradesmen for their business activi- 
ties, and their living should be stabilized. 

Measures should be taken by the govern- 
ment for uprooting all sorts of epidemics and 
endemic diseases; the entire people should en- 
joy free medical service at the expense of the 
state. 

The South Korean people should be ensured 
all these conditions for their living. 

It is our sincere desire that all this be car- 
ried into effect at the earliest pcssible date. 
The disastrous state of the South Korean peo- 
ple cannot be tolerated any longer. Let’s sit 
around one table to talk together as s20n as 
possible. 

The Korean question must be setthed neace- 
fully, after the withdrawal of U.S. aggvessive 
forces, in line with the democratic will of the 
entire Korean people. 

War can never be a solution; by engaging 
in a fratricidal struggle, we shall play into 
the hands of the enemy of our nation. 

We have always worked for safeguarding 
peace and Tor achieving the peaceful unifica- 
tion of the country. 

The ravings of the U.S. imperialists and 
traitorous Syngman Rhee clique now about a 
“threat of aggression upon the South” is 
nothing but a deceptive trick designed to divert 
elsewhere the wrath and hatred of the popuiar 
masses of South Korea. It is known to the 
whole world that it is none other than the U.S. 
imperialists and Syngman Rhee clique that 
have rejetted all cur sincere proposals for the 
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for their

preservation of peace in Korea and the peace. 
ful settlement of the Korean question and have 
been trumpeting about “north-bound expedi. 
tion.” 

So long as the U.S. aggressive troops cc. 
cupy South Korea, peace cannot be preserved 
in Korea, nor can the Korean question be soly- 
ed peacefully. The United States should as. 
sume responsibility for the present situation 
created in South Korea before the Korean peo- 
ple and the people of the whole world and 
withdraw its troops from South Korea at once! 
We appeal to the people of the world to decry 
and condemn all the crimes committed by the 
U.S. imperialists in South Korea. 

The troops of North and South Korea 
should be cut to the minimum and the demo- 
bilized soldiers be sent to their homes so they 
may engage in peaceful labour. This will 
lighten the heavy burden of mititary expendi- 
tures imposed upon the South Korean people. 

The peaceful unification of the country must 
be realized through all-Korea general elections 
in accordance with the free will of the entire 
Korean people, without any foreign inter- 
ference. 

Everyone with national conscience, rise up 
as one in the struggle for achieving this sacred 
cause! 

This is not the time to talk about. the past 
or argue about different political views. We 
will consult with each other and work hand 
in hand with anyone without asking about 
his past, if he comes out for the peaceful uni- 
fication. 

Let us, all of us, who are concerned abou! 
the destiny of the country and its future, sil 
down at one place! 

Let us, all of us, who want to deliver the 
South Kerean brothers and sisters, from 
distress and tide over the present grave 
situation, sit down at one place and hold 
consultation! 

Let us unite all the patriotic force to compel 
the U.S. imperialist aggressive army to with- 
draw from South Korea and overthrow the 
puppet Syngman Rhee regime! |

A solemn moment has now arrived fo the 
people in South Korea to decide their destiny. 

The uprising of the poptlar masses for 
abolishing the fascist terrorist rule of the U.S. 
imperialists and Syngman Rhee clique in 
South Korea has already been going on for 
scores of days. 

Despite the barbarous, sanguinary armed 
suppression by the U.S. imperialists and 
Syngman Rhee clique, the heroic resistance 
of the South Korean people is gaining in 
scope and surging higher daily and hourly 
like a prairie fire. 

The men of goodwill of the whole world 
are extending support and encouragement to 
the struggle of the Sovth Korean people and 
the attention of the whole world is focussed 
on the development of the situation in South 
Korea, 

We, representatives of various political 
parties and social organizations, have gather- 
ed at one place to discuss measures to cope 
with the current situation in South Korea. 

At this moment, the U.S. imperialists, in 
order to shirk the responsibility for the situa- 
tion created in South Korea, are resorting to 
every trickery and, at the same time, are 
threatening the South Korean people and 
driving the Syngman' Rhee clique to suppress 
lhe people, 

The U.S. imperialists are trying to deceive 
the people by taking makeshift measures—by 
letting their faithful lackeys reshuffle the 
puppet government, “revise the Constitution’”’ 
providing for a “Cabinet responsibility sys- 
lem” and then dissolve the. “House of Re- 
presentatives,” hold the “election” again, and 
sy forth. 

The so-called care-taker government is 
nothing but an extension of the Syngman 
Rhee puppet government and its reproduction. 
_ Even if the “Cabinet responsibility system” 
Is enforced, it will in no way alter the real 
nature of the traitorous regime. 

Especially when the reactionary “election” 
system is left untouched and when the puppet 
Sovernment machinery. which is to organize 
and carry out the “election,” is left intact, the

will of the people will not be realized, no 
matter what kind of “election” they may hold 

“Separate elections” held in South Korea 
under the so-called U.N. supervision will only 
perpetuate the division of our country as in 
the past and bring only hunger, poverty and 
non-rights to the South Korean peopie. 

This has been substantiated by all the 
? arate elections” held in South Korea so 
far. 

It is by no means for maintaining the 
puppet regime, which is under the control oi 
the U.S. imperialists, that the South Korean 
people are fighting and shedding their blood. 

Wherein lies the way out for saving the 
situation and coping with the present phase 
at this solemn moment when a new change is 
about to take place in the history of our na- 
tion? 

It lies, first of all, in the immediate with- 
drawal of the U.S. imperiaiist aggressive for- 
ces which have turned South Korea into a 
land of hunger and poverty, into a land of 
darkness without parallel. 

The ringleaders, who sp:it our country, 
established a fascist terrorist rule by framing 
up the Syngman Rhee puppet regime and 
have changed South Korea into the living 
hell we see today, are none other than the 
U.S. imperialists. 

Unless the U.S. imperialists get out, the 
colonial terrorist rule cannot be liquidated, 
nor can the South Korean people rid themsel- 
ves of poverty and. nor-rights, 

We, on behalf of the thirty million com- 
patriots, solemnly declare as follows: 

The U.S. imperialists must pull cut of 
South Korea at the earliest possible date. 

They have no ground whatsoever for 
squatting in South Korea any longer. 

Let us unite all patriotic forces of our ma- 
tion and fight in demand of the immediate 
withdrawal of the U.S. imperialist aggressive 
army. 

No interference of the U.S. imperiatists in 
the internal affairs of Korea should be 
tolerated. 

The U.S. imperialist aggressive forces 
should be compelled to withdraw and the 
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Syngman Rhee fascist terrorist regime be 
thoroughly liquidated, 

Arrest the national traitor Syngman Rhee 
immediately and put him on trial by the peo- 
ple! 

The South Korean “State Council,” “House 
of Representatives” and other apparatuses of 
the Syngman Rhee puppet regime should be 
immediately dissolved and the malicious offi- 
cials who have been in complicity with the 
Syngman Rhee clique should be removed 
from power organs. 

We hold that in order to cope with the pre- 
sent state of affairs in South Korea, a provi- 
sional administrative organ composed of the 
representatives of workers, peasants, youths, 
students, men of science and culture, soldiers, 
enterprisers and traders should be set up 
without delay. 

The administrative organ should exercise 
power temporarily in South Korea. 

The South Korean police, a tool for sup- 
pressing and butchering the people. should be 
immediately dissolved and a people’s police 
be organized to maintain public order. 

Only such organ composed of the represen- 

tatives of the people who have risen up in the 
struggle will be able to solve questions in 
keeping with the will of the people. 
_ The “Ordinance of Registration of Political 
Parties,” ‘New State Security Law” and all 
other vicious laws enforced by the Syngman 
Rhee clique to ruthlessly suppress and 
slaughter the people should be repealed im- 
mediately. 

The “ROK-US Mutual Defence Treaty,’ 
“ROK-US Treaty of Friendship. Trade and 
Navigation” and all other treacherous, un- 
equal treaties should be rescinded uncondi- 
tionally. 

Only by so doing can genuine freedom and 
democratic rights be ensured in South Korea. 

Free activities of all political parties and 
social organizations should be guaranteed. 

The present situation created in South Ko- 
rea cannot be overcome by any single politi- 
cal party or social organization. 

The political parties and social organiza- 
tions that had either been dissolved or out- 
lawed by the barbarous suppression of the 
U.S. imperialists and Syngman Rhee clique 
should be legalized and the freedom of their 
activities fully guaranteed. 

Without completely legalizing the activities 
of all the political parties and social organiza- 
tions, we cannot talk about any freedom or 
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democracy. 

Unless free activities of these politica) 
parties and social organizations are guaran. 
teed, it is impossible to liquidate the evil cop. 
sequences of the fascist terrorist rule of the 
Syngman Rhee clique and save the present 
grave situation. 

Complete freedom of speech, the press, as. 
sembly, association and demonstration as 
well as genuinely democratic rights must be 
ensured. 

The martial law must be lifted at once and 
the demonstrators and all political prisoners 
who have been illegally detained be released 
unconditionally. 

The ringleaders and murderers who bar. 

barously shot the demonstrators must be 
arrested at once and punished severely. 
. The whole properties of Syngman Rhee, 
Li Ki Boong and other traitors must be con. 
fiscated and used for reiief of the unemploy. 
ed, vagrants, orphans and the poor. 

From olden times, our nation has lived asa 
single nation in one and the same land. 

The 15 long years of split has great'y im- 
peded a unified development in poiitical, eco. 
nomic, cultural and all other fields. 

We cannot tolerate the split of the father- 
land any longer. 

An end must be put to the tragedy of terri- 
torial division at an, early date. 

With a view to ending the split of the coun- 
try and discussing matters of paramount im- 
portance for our nation, we propose an early 
convokation of a joint conference of the re- 
presentatives of the political parties and social 
organizations of North and South Korea. 

Let us, representatives of North and South 
Korea, sit together at one table with a view 
to tearing down, first of all, the barrier be- 
tween the North and South. 

Free travel and correspondence between the 
North and South must be materialized speedi- 
ly. 
we early end must be put to the abnormal 
conditions in which parents, brothers, relatives 
and friends are unable even to hear from each 
other. 

It presents itself today as a very urgen. 
task to rehabilitate the devastated national 
economy of South Korea and to stabilize the 
living of the South Korean people in dire 
straits. 

We hawe a foundation for an independent! 
national economy in the northern half of the 
Republic, which can rehabilitate the South 
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Korean economy and stabilize the living of 
ime South Korean people. 

We hope that this economic foundation will 
pe used at the earliest date for stabilizing the 
jving of the South Korean people. 

For this purpose, a North-South joint eco- 
nomic commission composed of representatives 
of North Korean economic organs and repre- 
sentatives of the South Korean economic cir- 
cles should be set up. 

The unemployed should be given jobs, 
foodless, peasants be relieved. youths and stu- 
dents be given free education and the people 
should enjoy free medical assistance. 

All this can be made possible only by re- 
lying on the powerful economic strength of 
North Korea. 

Now is the time for all men of conscience 
who are concerned about the freedom of the 
country and the destiny of the nation to cast 
away all prejudices and sit together around 
one table. 

It is not the time to ask about party affilia- 
tion, political views, religious belief or pro- 
perty status, or to ask about one’s past. 

Every effort should be directed to saving 
the present situation in South Korea and to 
establishing a united government by helding 
general elections throughout the North and 
South. 

Genuine freedom, democracy and independ- 
ence of the people in South Korea can be en- 
sured only by a united government establish- 
ed through general elections to be held tn ac- 
cordance with the will of the entire people of 
North and South Korea free from any foreign 
interference. 

All those who value the future of the father- 
land and the destiny of the nation must come 
out bravely and join, hand in hand and with 
one heart and mind, the ranks of the sacred 
national salvation struggle. 

Let all of us unite under the banner of the 
anti-American, national salvation struggle for 
the immediate withdrawal of the U.S. imperi- 
alists, for the total abolition of the fascist ter- 
rorist administrative machinery of Syngman 
Rhee and for the peaceful unification of the 
country. 

South Korean people, further enkind!le the 
lames of struggle of resistance against the 
U.S. imperialists and Syngman Rhee’s ter- 
torist rule! 

Men and officers of the South Korean “ROK 
Army” and police, you must resolutely refuse
